to Two Years’ Impris- 
onment. 


He Declares That a Desire to 
Serve France Prompted 
His Return. 


The Duke Cheered by the Crowd at the Trial 
—Police Powerless to Maintain Order— 
Anglo-Portuguese Dispute to Be Taken 
Up in the British Parliament—Effect 
of Emperor William’s Rescripise en the 
German Socialists—The Suppressed Dem- 
tration in Lisbon—Guards Increased 
at the Capital and Oporto—Attempt to 
Abolish the Duty on American Corn by 
the Canadian Parliament—The Cordage 
Combive—General Foreign News. 


Paris, Feb. 12.— The Duke of Orleang, son 
of the Count and Countess of Paris, who came 
to Paris last week with the avowed intention 
of enlisting in the French army, and who was 


‘then arrested on the charge of yiotating the 


law exiling from France all pretenders to the 
French throne, was again arraigned before 
the tribunal of the Seine to-day. He was ad- 
judged guilty of violating the law and was 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. 

The court-room was crowded with specta- 
tors, who had gathered to witness the pro- 
ceedings against the young Duke. When the 
prisoner was arraigned the crowd broke out 
with loud cries forthe army, the Duke of 
Orleans andthe Republic. They became so 
demonstrative that the gendarmes were com- 
pelled to clear the room. 

Before judgment was announced the Duke 
addressed the court in bis awn behalf. He 
said: I came to France to serve as a common 
soldier. Ihave nothing to do with politics 
which only concerns my father, whose 
obedient son and faithful servant Iam. I 
knew by entering France I rendered myself 
liable to law, but the knowledge did not stop 
me. Ilove my country and wish to serve 
her. Iam guilty of nocrime. 

The Duke willbe allowed to remain in the 
Concergerie Prison for a few weeks before 
being removed to jail. The government 
grants him this privilege in order to give bim 
an opportunity to appeal from the sentence 
of the court. * 

Upon being taken back to his cell the Duke 
drew back the curtain which covers the win- 


dow and salutedthe crowd. The people were 


dispersed by the police in an orderly mgnner. 


During the hearing in the court the Duke of 
Orleans asked his counsel not to defend him. 
He said that he had learned in exile to honor 
the Magistracy and respect its decision. If 
condemned by the court, be was sure of ac- 
quittal at the hands of 200,000 conscripts 
of bis class who were more fortunate 
than he had been, and who were 
able to save their country. When the public 
prosecutor urged that t Duke was undout- 
ediy guilty and that hePhad deen taken Na- 
grante delicto there were murmurs in the au- 
dience and the Court thereat threatened to 
clear the court- room. 

The counsel for the defendant declared that 
the Duke’s act was the resuit of a generous 
impulse and would be an honor to him 
throughout his life. He hoped that In the 
hour of vy France would have many such 
children to defend her. This sentiment was 
greeted with applause. The counsel further 
contended that the law imposing military 
service upon all Frenchmen nullified the law 
relating to the exile of the Princes. 

After the sentence had been pronounced a 
thousand persons invaded the advocate’s 
robing room. Many of them were Monarch- 
iste and shouted ‘‘Long live the Duke of Or- 
leans.’’ Theirshouts were met with counter 
cries of ‘‘Down wiih the Duke of Orleans, 
Long live the Repüblie.“ The guards were 
powerless to restore order. After ventin 
their feelings here for a time the crow 
shouted ‘‘To the statuel Let us crown 
Henry IX.!“ 

With one accord they rushed to the site of 
the statue, where there were cries of Long 
live the King, from the Duke’s sympa- 
thizers, and counter cries of Long live the 
Républic,’’ from his opponents. The police 
made twenty-five arrests.

articles. Up to a late hour last night the 
streets were crowded, but the police and 
cavairy prevented any demonstrations. The 
Republicans were prevented from putting 
wreaths on the etatue of Coma@us. The Min- 
isters of War, Marine and Finance have signed 
decrees authorizing the completion of the de- 
Tenses of Lisbon and the arming of the forta 
with guns. The decrees also provide for the 
—— of torpedoes, the reorganization of 
he army and the buying of eight war ships.

The 
probable purchasers are a syndicate of Ameri- 
can wanufacturers, members of which have 
been inthe city for some days. This is the 
only important factory ofthe kind in Canada 
and by this deal the syndicate will secure the 
control of the Canadian market. When the 
assignment was madethe firm offered to pay 
100 cents on the dollar ln two years, with in- 
terest, if the business would warrant it. This 
offer was accepted by the Canadian creditors, 
but refused by the English creditors.

Monday night at 7: o’clock residents of 
South St. Lauis were startled by the sound of 
an explosion, anda movement of the earth 
and buildings following. The movement was 
quite pronounced, and while it 
was a quick jar most persons not 
regarding the noise that accompanied 
it charged the motion to an earthquake. 
The absence of wave chsractéristics, and as 
stated the sound accompaniment were disre- 
garded. All of yesterday a diligent inquiry 
failed to disclose the cause of the sound and 
motion. The earthquake theory. was. aban- 
doned, and holding to the theory that there 
had been an explosion, the search was for 
the looality, oause and effect. No boiler 
explosion in or around the city could be heard 
of, and indeed it would have been a mighty 
boiler that could mcve the earth for so many 
miles. The shock was felt in East St. Louls, 
East Carondelet, as far south 
as Jefferson Barracks and as 
far north as Market street. Its western limit 
in the city was near the line Grand ar- 
enue would follow if its course from 


its junction with Olive street was due south 
instead of east ot south, southeast and east. 
How far the shock extended into Llinois is 
not known here. 

POSSIBILITIES. 

It seemed possible that a steamboat boiler 
explosion might have caused the shock and 
sound but no effects of auch ex- 
plosion were discovered. The next 
possible cause considered was 
the explosion ofastore of powder either in 
one of the powder companies’ magazines, or 
in the magazine near Jefferson Barracks. The 
Government 's powder store was found to be 
all right and the powder companies have no 
magazines in the territory affected by the ex- 


plosion. 

After a failure in this direction at- 
tention was turned to the quarries about 
St. Louis, Dut in none of them could 
there be found any cause forthe quake. The 
investigation was likely to result in the ac- 
ceptance of some such fanciful theories as the 
explosion of gas in some deserted coal mines 
in Illinois, when the true explanation was 
reached, : 

ED PUGH, 
superintendent of Thorn & Hunkins’ lime- 
kiln, back of East Carondelet, came to the 
city last night. He saidthat at 6:52 o’clock 
on Monday evening a blast of over fifty kegs 
of owder was fired in the quarry 
of lems & Rleman at Falling 
Springs. The charge was extraordinary. but had 
deen put in to make an opening into some 
good stone. The effect in the vicinity of the 
quarry was terrific. It was like a voicanic 
eruption, differing from such a disturbance, 
perhaps, only in the absence of a flow of lava. 
NIEMS & REIMAN, 

the owners ofthe quarry, have an office in 
East St. Louis, near the Relay Depot, and in 
following up the report of the 
cause of the disturbance a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter. called there to-day. 
At the office, however, nothing could be 
learnedſot the explosion. as it had not been 
reported there, but another lead was struck, 
which, when tollowed up, brought 
to light the particulars sought. 
C. L. Horn, the General Superintendent 
of Niemes & Reiman’s quarries, was in charge 
of the office, and to bim the question whether 
there had been an explosion at Falling 
Springs was propounded. He had heard of 
none, he said, and was certain that 

such occurrence had been reported. 
He had no doubt that 1 the 
— telt in St. Louis had taken place at 
Falling Springs e men employed there 
would have noc if him at once. He said 
there was little or no dynamite at the quar- 
rios as none had been forwarded from the of- 
fice for at least four 
and was confident that 
there never used enough powder to cause 
such a terrific explosion as that as Monday 
night must have deen. I felt the shock my- 
seif,’’ said he, and I am inclined to think 
that it may have come from that direction, 
but I know of no way - in 
which a really heavy explosioa could 
happen at our uarries.’’ Furtber 
investigation showed that his theories were 
correct, but at the same time developed the 
fact that by a circumstance not common even 
in the experience of quarrymen such 

AN EXPLOSION HAD BEALLY OCCURRED. 

It seems that the explosion occurred 
on the side of a high hill, which, 
though not a great distance from where 
the houses occupied by the quarrymen stand, 
was ina place that was seldom visited or 
passed, except by those whose employment 
brought them to il. Mr. Horn said that the 
foreman of the quarries had been in East 
St. Louls on Tuesday, and that he 
was accompanied y from 
all three of the old quarries. 
The foreman had told him of feeling the 
shock the previous evening, and had stated 
that it was very distinct and accompanied by 
a noise which led bim to believe that an ex- 
plosion had oceurred in the vicinity, He bad 
not informed him, however, of his 
knowledge of such an explosion 
having actually occurred, and Mr. Horn con- 
sequentiy supposed that it was in none of the 
quarries, or the foreman would have told him

Though Mr. Horn was very sure that the 
disturbance had not emanated from Fall- 
ing Springs, he volunteered the inform- 
ation that the crew of a wrecking 
train that had just returned from there 
after clearing away the debris of a flat car 
that had been wrecked, could be found at the 
Relay Depot.

WHAT PROPORTION OF A LOSS ONE INSUR- 
ANCE COMPANY MUST PAY. 


A Question Often Ashed Answered by Judge 
Wihrow—Cut Off From Her share in an 
Estate Throagh Blunders After Fighting 
Seven Years—An Adopted Child’s Story— 
Legal Notes. 

What portion of a loss an insurance com- 
pany shall pay when there are a number of 
companies luvolved was decided in a rather 
intricate case by Judge Withrow this morn- 
ing in the case of Sellers Hoffman 
against the Manufacturers’ Mutual Fire 
Insurance Co. **It appears from 
the agreed statement of facts in this case that 
plaintiff owned a cotton mill in Pennsylvania 
on which the defendant insurance company 
issued its policy for $2,500, The property in- 
sured consisted of several distinct buildings, 
which were itemized in the contract, the value 
of each specified and aggregating $90,000. 
At the time of the destruction of the prop- 
erty by fire the whole amount of the insur- 
ance thereon under similar policies was $60,- 
000 and the loss was fized by the adjusters 
at $51,000. The only issue pre- 
sented for determination is ‘as to 
the meaning of the following clause in the 
policy: ‘lt is understood and agreed that the 
Manufacturers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Co. of 
St. Louls, Mo., covers under their policy 
No. 16,948, to which this specification is 
attached and made a part thereof, 1-36 part 
of each of the above-named sums amount- 
ing inthe aggregate to 32,500.“ The polley 
also contained a provision that the company 
shall not be liable for a greater proportion 
of any loss upon property described in the pol- 
icy than the sum hereby issued thereon, bears 
tothe wholesum insured thereon. Plaintiff 
seeks to recover from the defendant one- 
twenty-fourth of the loss upon each of the 
several items named in the policy—tnat is, the 
same proportion ofthe loss as the amount of 
the defendant’s insurance, $2,500, bears to the 
whole insurance, $60,000. On the other hand, 
the defendant contends that its liability is 
limited by the contract to one-thirty-sixth of 
the loss. It isa well-established rule thata 
contract of insurance containing neutral 
stipulations is to be construed 


favorably to the party entitied to claim its 
benefit, since itis always a reasonable pre- 
sumption uot only that it was understood by 
him in its larwest sense, Dut that this was the 
sense in which the opposite party meant 
HE SHOULD RECEIVE IT. 

The court should adopt the construction that 
in its judgment best corresponds with the reai 
intention of the parties. And there is no 
difference in this respect between a con- 
tract of insurance and any other con- 
tract. All of its clauses must 
be construed together and effect given to each 
if itreasonably can be done. Governed by 
these rules of construction lam satisfied that 
under the clause declaring tnat defendant 
should not be Mable for a greater proportion 
of the loss than the sum insured bears to the 
whole sum of the insurance, the defendant 
become liable for 1-24tk ofthe loss upon each 
one of the items of which the aggregate 
value was $90,000; that is as $2,500 is 
to $60 , 000 total insurance com- 
puted in way the liability of the 
defendant would be $2,135. Judgment will 
therefore be rendered lu favor of plaintiff and 
against the defendant for $2,125 and interest at 
6 per cent per annum, from November 24, 1883,

AN ACTON’ 8 EXPENSES. 


Dixey Says He Is Nat Making a Decent 
Living. 


By Telerrae™* to the Post-Diseatorn. 

NIW Tonk. Feb. 12.—If Henry E. Dixey 
tells the plain truth he is not making enough 
money to pay his actual living expenses and 
support his family. His financial troubles 
brought him before Judge Van Wyck in the 
City Court yesterday upon an examination in 
supplementary proceedings under a judg- 
ment secured October last, $220.46 upon a 


note signed by himself and the 
theatrical managor, E.A. Rice. They gave 
the note to George Wadleiah, who was thelr 
cashier. He happened to be involved in mat- 
rimonial troubles and gave the note to his wife 
to pay her alimony, as directed by the court. 
She assigned the note to Arthur L. Briggs, 
and as he could not cash it he got a judgment 
for ite value and interest. The Judge was 
asked to punish the actor for contempt for 
having spent bis salary since December 23 
last without endeavoring to satisfy the judg- 
ment. Dixey made an affidavit in opposition 
to this motion and K was denied. In bis 
examination he gaid that the Seven Ages 
in which he is now playing is the property of 
Wm. Gill, to whom he pays a royalty of $100 
— week. Dixey said that he is paid by 
anager Jas. C. Dutt ten per 
cent on the ross weekly receipts 
up to $4,000, per cent on the #2,000 
and 383% per cent upon all sums over $6,000, 
His average weekly earnings, he testified, 
were, not more than $300 which is the only 
source of income that he bas. Out of this he 
supports himself, his wife and two 
children and his mother. He allows 
his wife, for herseit and children, 
$100 per week, his mother $50 per week, his 
dresser at the theater $20 per week, and de- 
clared that hie own necessary expenses 
averaged fully $75 weekly.

JOHN BURNS’ LAST TRIP. 


A NOTED BURGLAR AND CROOK TAKES 
ANOTHER LONG SENTENCE. 


Some Facts From His History Told by 
Himself—The Famous Jail Delivery in 
Which He Figured — Procrastination 
That Resulted in His Capture—He Fears 
Consumption Will End His Days. 


Jobn Little, a man with about as bada face | 


as has been seen in the Criminal Court for 

many a day, ade guilty this morning to 

two indictments against him and received a 

combined senténce of five years in the penl- 

tentiary. Little attempted to burgiarize Dr. 

Washington Fischel’s dwelling, 2547 Washing- 

ton avenue, on October 25, 1889, and was 

caught in the act of endeavoring to tear 
the shutter off the house by 

Private Watchman John Cochran. Little 
ranand Cochran pursued and fired at him, 

the fugitive returning his shot. Both were 
wounded. The private watchman was shot in 
the foot, and Little was injured so badly that 
he was laid up for a long time at the City Hos- 
pital, and his life was dexpaired of. The ball 
had entered his right lung, and was never ex- 
tracted. He got two years in the assault to 
kilicase, and three years in the attempted 
burglary. 

LITTLE IS WELL KNOWN 

to the police. Under the name of John Burns 
he was arrested here in 1882 with John Mason 
on a charge of highway robbery. They were 
accused of holding up and robbing Roge Me- 
Nally at the reservoir one night. On NOvem- 
ber 7, 1882, which was election day, Burns 
made his escape from jail with four other 
prisoners, he being in the celebrated jail de- 
livery in which John David Shea, the mur- 
derer of Patrolman Patrick Doran, gained his 
freedom. The quintette were Shea, Arthur 
Bond, S8kippy Dean, Cunningham and 


Burns. The last named, after making 
his escape, wandered about the country, but 
returned here in 1884. He was then arrested 
on suspicion and gave the name ot Clark. The 

lice were informed, however, of his real 


dentity, and under the name of Burns he was 


transferred from the holdover to jailand was 
brought up for trial on the old charge against 
him. Mason had inthe meantime been tried 
for the offense, convicted of zan rob - 
bery and his sentence fixed at fifteen 

ears in the Penitentiary. The Court reduced 

is punishinent, however, to ten years in the 
Penitentiary. The severity of Mason’s pun- 
ishment 

FRIGHTENED BURNS, 

and he pleaded guilty to attempted highway 
robbery, and was sentenced to five years in 
the Pénitentiary.. While hewas serving his 
time Mason died inthe prison. Mason at his 
trial told how he had saved tho girl from 
Burns. 

Little or Burns in discussing this to-day 
after sentence had been passed upon him 
said: ‘*There was no truth in that assertion 
of Mason. Neither of us made any attempt 
to harm the woman. He merely said I had 
s0 as to gain sympathy with the 
jury. Iwasat large at the time, and 1 do 
not blame him for making it a little hard on 
me in order to save himself. That is natural 
and any other man would have done the same 
thing—butthe story is not true. Iam not 
nearly as bad a man as painted. There scems 
to be a strange fatality about this city for me. 
I never have any trouble elsewhere, but al- 
ways meet with disaster In St. Louls. After 
my escape from jail I remained away until 
three months before my arrest in 1884. Then 
Icame here to attend to something for a 
friend. Istopped with his sister and every 
day intended to leave the city, but she always

A HUMILIATING SPECTACLE. ~ 

The news from Lathrop, Mo., published 
in to-day’s Posr-Drsraron shows that the 
situation there is rapidly 
drifting towards the inevitable result 
which was predicted yesterday. 

Warrants have been issued for the ar- 
rest of about seventy-five women, mem- 

rs of the best families of Lathrop, ona 
charge of inciting riot. The women, 
backed by a large element of citizens, 
refuse to submit to arrest, threaten the 
prosecuting attorney with violence, and 
also threaten to engage in further wreck- 
age of saloons. 

Thus the first violent step has begotten 
another and Lathrop is practically under 
the control of a mob, which is even 
more reprehensible than usual because it 
is composed of men and women who 
should, by reason of education and inter- 
ests, abhor such methods. 

By resorting to lawless violence to re- 
buke and suppress law-breaking suloon- 
keepers, the women of Lathrop have 
made themselves liable to punish- 
ment and are in open defiance of 
the authorities. They have placed 
the saloon-keepers whom they condemn 
in the position of men upholding the law 
and appealing to it for protection. Ina 
word these refined mothers, wives and 
daughters of Lathrop’s best citizens have 
changed places with what they call the 
hoodlum elements. 

There is only one way for the Lathrop 
women to.save themselves from utter con- 
demnation and shame. This is by ac- 
knowledging their error and submitting 
themselves at once to law and authority.

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WANATIARKER'“S SCHEME. 

The scheme of Postmaster-General 
WANAMAKER for a limited postal tele- 
graph arrangement with, the Western 
Union Company is doubtless intended 
to pave the way to the eventual 
equipment of the Post-office with facilities 
for a telegraph service nearly, if not 
quite, coextensive with the postal service. 

If the postal service were taken out of 
politics and its operation upon a strictly 
business and non-partisan basis were 
fully assured, a great deal might be said 
in favor of uniting the telegraph service 
with the postal service as a government 
monopoly. 

But WANAMAKER’S limited postal tele- 
graph scheme proposes only to lend the 
aid of the postal service to the existing 
telegraph monopoly by making the Gov- 
ernment a lessee of some of the 
company’s wires between about four 
hungred free delivery post-offices. The 
collection, transmission and delivery 
of messages over these wires by Post-office 
clerks, messengers and carriers, would 
insure an earlier delivery of telegrams in 
those places. But the company would 
hardly lease its wires tothe Goyernment 
on such terms as would make the latter a 
prosperous or injurious competitor of the 
company. 

Weare ata loss to perceive how this 
scheme would tend to relieve the coun- 
try of the existing telegraph monop- 
oly, or toa general cheapening or im- 
provement of the telegraph service. So 
long as the postal service isrun on its 
present partisan basis, any connection or 
partnership between itand Mr. GOULD’s 
monopoly is likely to be productive of 
more harm in a general way than will be 
compensated by the particular benefits 
derivable from it.

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Srxty odd failures among the woolen 
manufacturers of the country in the last 
few months are producing palpable effects 
on the free raw material question in 
Judge Kxettery’s old district. The tariff 
reform candidate against Judge KELLEY 
in his last race was Mr. Avrers, a former 
Republican, who owns large woolen 
manufactories in several States, and he 
received about seyen thousand more votes 
than were ever cast against Judge KELLEY 
in the thirty years he represented the 
district.

Why, then, does 
he propose to equip with telegraph facili- 
ties none but the few post-office points 
which are already best provided with 
telegraph facilities, independent of the 
post-office? If the Postal Department 
can not yet be trusted with a telegraph 
service for the whole country, why should 
it interfere with the telegraph business at 
those points only where the telegraph 
service and facilities are the best?

The Oklahoma Land Grabbers.

Secretary Noble recently called upon the 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Terri 
tories and expressed great anxiety lest the 
bill rélating to town sites in Oklahoma should 
not be speedily pushed to enactment. A 
vision of bloody battles between rival claim- 
ants for land was continually before his eyes. 
Why was not the Secretary moved by anxiety 
or indignation when he received the r@port of 
Special Agent MoBride, showing that Federal 
officers had conspired to obtain posses- 
sion of land in Oklahoma unlawfally 
and hed been successful? Why did McBride 
find it expedientto retire from the Govern- 
ment service after he had oncovered the ras- 
cality of these Federal officers and recom- 
mended that they should be removed? Were 
the officers retained because their removal 
would have caused a disagreeahie inquiry 
concerning a man who was afterward ap- 
pointed to be a District Attorney ofthe United 
States and is now said to be a candidate for 
the bench? MeBride, like Conrad, the prose- 
cutor of the Benson ring of land thieves, 
seems to have known too much. 


Republican Tariff Reformers. 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

These nearly 150 New England iron and steel 
manufacturers protest against the present 
tariff as hostile to the industry in this section, 
and they say thatif these laws are continued 
in force the very existence of their industry is 
threatened. They therefore ask for a repeal 
of the duties on irom ore, coal and 
coke, and the reduction of the duty on 
pig-iron, scrap iron and scrap steel 
to 24 per cent ad valorem, as it was before the 
war. The petitionérs include all parties and 
shades of economic belief. The last Repub- 
lican Governor ot Massachusetts is among 
them. The most conspicuous names in the 
list are those of Republicans. They rightly 
believe that this should not be made a party 
question, and they appeal through the Legis- 
lature toour representatives in Congress to 
place the crying industrial wants of this sec- 
tion above party considerations and aid in 
securing the needed relief. 


Russian Methoda.

Hoosick Falls, for the offense of signing and 
circulating a WORLD'S petition in favor of the 
weekly wages payment Dill, smacks more of 
Russian than of American methods. The right 
of petition is about as fundamental and sacred 
as anything in human government, and when 
a corporation, trusting for immunity to the 
fact that it is strong and has neither a body 
to kick nor a soul to damn,’’ denies the right 
of petition to its employes, it exercises a 
tyranny which the American people will not 
tolerate. 

Corporations are creations ofthe State. It 
is the duty of the State to prevent them from 
robbing or oppressing the people. <A corpo- 
ration robs its employes when it keeps them 
out oftheir hard earnings for a month. It is 
guilty of oppression when it punishes them 
for petitioning for relief.

Prosecuting Attorney Cross Says He Will

Are Demanded—The Women Crusaders 
und Their fellowers Laugh at His Et-

LATHROP, Mo., Feb. 12.—The only topic of 
eonversation here to-day was the women’s 
crusade against the saioons, which was begun 
last Friday, when two saloons were torn 
o pleces by the leading women ot 
this ocilty, and the liquors poured into 
thegutters. The excitement has been much 
increased by the action of a saloon-keeper, 
who has filed affidavits charging forty-five 
ofthe women who participated in the raid 
with riotous conduct and confiscation 
of private property. Prosecuting Attor- 
mney Cross was again asked to resign 
this morning. He refused and further de- 
clared that if warrants were asked for he 
would issue them against all concerned. 

The people are determined that no harm 
hall come to the women. Unwise arrests or 
attempts at vigorous prosecution on the part 
of the saloon-keepers might precipitate 
Serious trouble at any moment. 

THE PROBABLE RESULT. 

What will be the result of the crusade is 
still an unsolved problem. The crusaders 
claim they have won a great victory, and the 
saloon men claim they will yet be victorious. 
The men whose goods were destroyed 
are indignant, but will look to the law for re- 
Gross and damages. There was a suspicion 
that no sult would be brought, but Ward 
Thomas, asaloon-keeper, has already filed 
an account for sult against Chas. P. Jones, 
J. W. Walker and W. R. Maret for $2,000 
Gamages for instigating the crusade. Ward is 
also the man who filed the affidavit

ELECTRIC LIGHT CONTRACTS. 


President Flad Discusses the B. of F. I.. 
Position in the Matter. 


The investigation of the electric lighting 
contractor which the Board of Public Im- 
provements will conduct next Tuesday wil! 
probably bring out more information concern- 
ing the Municipal Electric Light Co. than any 
one hasyet had. The notice to appear and 
show cause why the contracts should not be 
annulled was served on Mr. Sutterfor two 
purposes, and itis dificult tosay which was 
the principal one. They are, however, to 
spur Mr. Sutter on to completing his plant 
in time to comply with the frequire- 
ments of the - contract and to learn 
who the real contractor is, for it has been 
known from the first that Mr. Charles Sutter 
was not acting for himself, but was only the 
representative of others. 
PRSIDENT FLAD 

and Commissioner MéMath were found to- 
gether this morning engaged on committee 
work. When asked what Mr. Sutter would 
have to show to prevent the board from an- 
nulling the contracts, Mr. Flad replied:

THE ACTION OF THE BOARD 

of Public Improvements is serious, and the 
interests of both the city and the contractors 
are heavily involved. The city has a good 
ten-year contract which it does not wish to 
lose. In fact, electric light men say that one 
trouble is that its contract istoo good. It 
gets its lamps for $75 a year while other cities 
pay $12 or $150 a year. This, they 

say, is one reason why the oon- 
tractor is required to use every possible 
means to get everything out of the 
contract that there isin it. Of course the cit 

would not wish to annul the contract if it 
could be avoided, for that would mean that 
the city would again be at the mercy ofthe gas 
company for street-lighting, and it would be 
ee before another electric movement could 

e successfully inauguratea The position of 
the board, however, is plain. In the first 
place, the work that ought to have been 
done, that has een promised, 
agd is §=6required by the contracts, 
has not been done, and in the 
next place the electric light company pro- 
poses to adopt asystem which would, under 
the cirocumstances,be wortbiess and could not 
be approved by the board. The whole scheme 
of eng wee worked out for the low tension 
system. he practical difference between the 
two is simply this. that the high tension lamps 
throw a 8 bluish white light, over a 
small area, w lie the low tension lamps give 
a yellow light that

better and is more generally distributed. The 
lamps at present are ren placed fer a low 
tension system, butif a hi tension should 
be used the lamps would have to be raised 
several feet or twice as many put in, 
one or the other, to accom plish 
the sam result. The contractor naturally 
prefers the high tension, because 
it is ch@per, does not require so muob coal, 
and can be bandied with much more economy 
because not so much current is needed and 
the leakage is not so great. But to use a high 
tension system with the present arrangement 
of the lamps would result ina bright lighting 
of small areas immediately undgr and near the 
lamps, while A spac between 
them equal! as large as that illumin- 
ated woul be in utter darkness. 
Before making his report K. V. Matiack, the 
Supervisor, wrote to Mr. Sutter and asked 
him if he intended to usea high tension, and 
Mr. Sutter replied that he did. This is con- 
sidered bad faith, because the board wanted 
the lamps swung high in the first place, but 
Mr. Sutter put up an experimental lamp néar 
Lafayette Park and swung it thirty-five feet 


high.

DEBATE ON THE NEW RULES RESUMED IN 
THE HOUSE - 


Missourians Waiting for Places—The Presi 
dent Going Slow—Scope of Mr. Wana- 
maker’s Postal Telegraph Scheme—Nom.- 
inations Sent to the Senate—Post-Office 
Contests— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 4.—The House 
met at 11 o’clock this morning in continuation 
ot yesterday’s session.. The debate 6n the 
proposed code of rul was continued 
by Dockerr of Missoüri in the vein of 
earnest criticism. The proposed rules, he 
sald, would relieve Congress of the necessity 
of repealing taxation, at least as far as the 
surplus was concerned. He made a lively 
thirty minutes speech. 

Mr. Morse of Massachusettes and Mr. Allenof 
Michigan followed Mr. Dockery, speaking in 
support of the rules, and at the conclusion of 
thelr remarks the session of Tuesday was 
ended and that of Wednesday began. 

The journal was approved in the usual man- 
ner, the Speaker counting a quorum. Mr. 
McCreary of Kentucky then took the floor in 
opposition to the new rules. ‘ 


Yesterday’s Debate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 12.—The continua- 
tion of the discussion of the proposed new 
code of rules in the House yesterday after- 
noon, was marked by a determined effort on 


the part of the Democrats agianst Mr. Can- 
non’s effort to shut off debate, his demand for 
the previous question failed to receive sufi- 
client support, and he yielded the floor. The 
Democrats were jubilant over their victory, 
and as Mr. Springer rose to make a motion he 
was greeted by many of bis colleagues as be- 
ing in charge of the proposed newcode. Mr. 
Springer then offered a resolution providing 
that general debate shall proceed until ad- 
journment to-morrow, after which the code 
shall be considered under the five-minute rule 
until 5 o’clock Friday, when the previous 
question shall be considered as ordered. The 
resolution was adopted as ordered. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Onio, in supporting the 
new code said that, while it had been charged 
On the other side that the charges in the 
rules amounted to revolution, no one had 
pointed out wherein this revolution would 
materially and unfavorably affect the busi- 
ness of the country. He hoped that the 
leaders of the revolutionary war theory would 
specify wherein the revolution lay. 

Mr. Grosvenor defended the rule 22 
the Speaker to count a quorum, and criticise 
the action of the minority in breaking a quo- 
rom by arefusal to vote. Every member of 
the House had been gulity of thisd ction. He 
confessed that he himself had been guilty of 
joining in this method of ergs. legisia- 
tion On many occasions, but te had never 
done it and prevented the action of the major- 
ity that he had not felt that he was gullty of 
an vnojustifiable and almost unreasonable 
bre of duty to his constituents. In his opin- 
ion the rights of the minority were ended 
when ft had expressed its opposition toa 
measure, had recorded its votes alnet it 
and had protested to the country. 6 Gon- 
tended that the proposea rules, instead of 
vesting the power in the Speaker, would pre- 
vent a one- man power from ruling over the 
House, as had been the case in the Forty- 
ninth atid Fifttieth Congresses when the 
Speaker had declined to recognize motions for 
the passage of the tobacco tax Dill, the Blair 
educational bill aud general pension bills. 

Mr. Holman of Indiana characterized the 
proposed code as being a complete revolution 
in parliamentary proceduieé; extraordinary in 
character. He especially antagonized the 
clause providing that 100 members shall con- 
stitute a quorum in Committee of the Whole, 
declaring that this provision would place the 
great 2 bills at the mercy ofa 
handfail of the majority. He spoke of the 
various occasions upon which the resort to 
filibustering methods had been of benefit to 
the country, and referred with much empha- 
sis to the defeat of the force bill by the 
minority under the lead of Samuel J. Randall, 
and he declared that Kandall's course at that 
time would crown his memory with honor as 
— as the records of Congress would sur- 
vive. 

Mr. Payson of Illinola defended the pro- 
posed code, and argued the necessity of rules 
which would give to the majority the power to 
take affirmative action. b 

Mr. Hateh of Missouri said that he would 
not attempt to argue in detailthe radical and 
violent changes in therules. He made war 
upon the report as an entirety. He made war 
upon it as a change inthe system of the pro- 
cedure of the House, because he thought that 
he could sewthrough the veilthe motive be- 
hind it. He was opposed to the report in toto, 
because it was a partisan question, because it 
came from the Republican side of the 
House, representing the Republican party. 
He deprecated any harsh language or pl 
thetse addressed tothe Speaker of the House 
that did not include in their strictures the 
entire Republican party. The Speaker of the 
House, bad as he was, was no worse than his 
party. The Republican party had time and 
time again sustained the Speaker in his revo- 
lationary and unconstitutional rulings. The 
Republicans had acted well in electing Mr. 
Reed Speaker, as he represented more clearly 
and fairly than any other man the scheme 
and purpose and determination of his party. 
Gentlemen on the other side had said that the 
only rights of the minority were to discuss 
and amend, but so far as the Democratic 
minority was concerned, one of their rights 
was to protect the public treasury. 


Senate Proceedings. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 12.—The Senate 
unanimously passed the resolution@ongratu- 
lating the people of Brazil on the formation of 
a Republican form of Government. The res- 


olution inviting the King of the Hawailan 
Islauds to send a delegate to the Pan-Améri- 
can Congress was also passed. At 12:50 the 
Senate went into executive session.

PREVENTED A PANIC. 


Fire in a New York Orphan Asylam—Pres.- 
ence of Mind Displayed, 


New Yorn, Feb. 123.—Fire was discovered 
shortly after 8 o'clock this morning in a gar- 
ret over the fourth floor of the Roman Cath- 
olle Orphan Asylum on Fifth avenue, opposite 
the Vanderbilt mansion. There are 41 or- 
phan boys, between the ages of 5 and 13 years, 
inthe asylum underthe charge of twenty- 
six Sisters of Charity. The cehil- 


dren had just finished their breakfast 
and had taken their seats in the several class- 
rooms, whenthe Superloress, Mother Mary 
Martin, learned of the outbreak Of the fire. 
She at once sounded the alarm used in the fire 
drillin the asylum, and, aided by the other 
sisters, marshaied all the children in orderly 
files from all the class rooms down to the 

Madison avenue entrance, where they arrived 
in perfect safety. The children knew 9 
of the presence of fre jn the building until 
they had left it and heard the clangor of fire 
engines hurrying tothe asylum. The fire was 
s00n put out. Damage $10,000.

IT WAS A GOOD TEST. 


THE CURTAIN DROPPED ON “THE SILVER 
KING” AT 11:26 O’CLOCK LAST NIGHT, 


Bata Large Audience Thoroughly Enjoyed 
Three Hours and a Half With a Good 
Melodrama, Which Was Splendidly Given 
—At the Other Theaters—Fred De Belle- 
ville’s Ludicrous Accident—Notes and 
Gossip. 


An audience that filled two-thirds of the 
Olympic theater last night, saw ‘‘The Silver 
King’’ presented by Wilson Barrett, the man 
for whom the play was written,and with three 
of the persons who created the leading parts 
In the title roles. The verdiet was, that al- 
though the play had often been presented 
here before, A St. Louls audl- 
ence had never really seen what 
it was until last evening. The performance 
was as neagly perfect in ali details as any 
but the hypercritical could ask. There was 
only one well-founded complaint. The ver- 
sion of The Silver King,. as given by Mr. 
Barrett, is too long for American playgoers of 
the present day. It was just 11:26 p.m. when 
the last curtain touched the floor of the stage 
and three hours and twenty-six minutes Is 
more than the average man or woman in this 


country wants to be confined within the 
limits ofatheater chair. The audience, how- 
ever, displayed little signs of weariness and 
scarcely any one left until the last scene was 
entirely over. 

The BSiiver King“ is said by many com- 
petent criticato be the best melodrama of 
this generation. When Mr Barrett first pro- 
duced it at his theater,the Princess,in London, 
it jumped at once into a popularity which it 
has never lost. Seven years ago he sold the 
rights for America, and after that sale it was 
seen all over this country until it become al- 
most hackneyed. It hae been translated into 
French, German and Danish, and been ton 
the stage in all those tongues. But last nicht's 
performance proved that it better suited 
the man on whose line of thought it was 
built than any of his followers. he three 
persons of original cast referred to above 
are WIlson Barrett, who created the part of 
Wilfred Denver, Miss Eastiake, who did the 
same with Nelly Denver and Mr. Barrett's 
brother, George, who was the original old 
servant, Jaikes. The audience last 
night distributed its applause very 
equally among the three, and the vor- 
dict was that the roles had never 
been so well filled before a St. Louls audience. 
Mr. Barrett was all the part required. In the 
violent drunken scene in the first act, when 
the murder which gives the key tothe whole 
play is discovered, he gave a startling exhibi- 
tion of his force and power In the quieter 
scenos that accompanied his flight and his 
hiding from justice the wild, impetuous 
young man became the sober, 
rc Woppressed, homeless wanderer, 
Barrett's acting in this portion 
ing erhaps the best of the play. 
Finally, his masquerading as adeaf old idiot 
in his efforts to track the real murderer, for 
whose crime he was suffering, was as pretty a 
bit of acting as could be desired. 

Miss Eastiake as Nelly Denver wasan espe- 
cial favorite from the start. In all the well 
known acenes of the play she was all the part 
called for. When she discovered from Jaikes 
that her husband, whom sue mourned as 
dead, was still alive the contending emotions 
were so vividly represented as to bring deaf- 
ening applause. 

George Barrett as Jaikes, had much of the 

lay to carry and the load sat lighty upon 

im. His make up was a picture, and his 
acting throughout was in the same good taste. 

A feature of the play, which the audience 
appreciated, was its evenness all through. 
None of the minor parts,even to the children, 
were slighted. Cupps, the burglar-locksmith, 
was so well done by Mr. W. A. Elliott, that 
he shared in several recalis. Pruise is aiso 
due Mr. Cooper Cliffe, who played The Spider; 
to Mr. Murray Curson, as Henry Corker, and 
in fact to the whole cast, which comprised 
nearly thirty persons. 

Mr. Barrett gave ‘‘Claudian’’ at the matinee 
to-day toa big house. It will be repeated to- 
night and to-morrow night. On Friday even- 
ing Hamlet“ will be the bill, and The Sil- 
ver King’’ will be given on Saturday afternoon 
and even ing.

EXHUMING DEAD BODIES. 


GRUESOME SPECTACLE PRESENTED IN A 
LONELY SPOT ON STATEN ISLAND. 


4 Band of Italian Workmen Engaged in 
Removing Remains From the Groves in 
the Quarantine Cemetery — Shocking 
Manner in Which the Work Is Dene—A 
Crematory That Will Not Work. 


‘Py Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpATcn. 
New Tonk, Feb. 12.—Plying their spades 
vigorously down at Sequin’s Point, in the 
loneliest spot on the south coast of Staten Isl- 
and, twenty-five Italians, merry and uncon- 
cerned, are engaged in exhuming the dead 
who for the past thirty years have been buried 
in the Quarantine Cemetery, Every man, 
woman and child of the 400 dead who lie in the 
lonely little burying-ground died of a conta- 
gious disease—yeliow fever, cholera or small- 
pox-— but the uncanny band of grave-diggers 
minded this as little as they did the somber 
associations that are wont to go with 
the departed. Their sharp spades grubbed 
ceaselessly and diligently under the watchful 
eyeofthe foreman, and occasionally there 
would’be a general and guttural laugh over 
the coarse jest of one of the workers who is 
looked upon as guiteawit. When indica- 
tions denoted that another coffin had been 
reached the grimy Italians would express the 
greatest satisfaction. A few more shovel- 
tuls of dirt and the rotten lid of some unfort- 
unate'’s coffin would be revealed. Then there 
would be afewsharp biows and the laboring 
ghouls would dive down into opened graves. 
In a moment the Italians would appear above 
the surface, exposing to view the decom- 
posed remains of one of the dead. They han- 
died the corpse with shocking abandon. An 
arm or a leg would fall off, but without the 
slightest hesitation it would be thrown with 
the rest of the body into the rude bier which 
rested beside the grave ready to receive its 
ghastly burden. 
FROM GRAVE TO GRAVE 

the bier was carried by two of the lustiest of 
the gang. When it was loaded with all the 
bodies it could bold the bearers carried it to a 
pit, into which the flesh and bones were 
dumped to await cremation. It was a neces- 
sary work, but disgustingly executed. In- 
stead of lifting the coffins out entire wherever 
it was possible the bodies were scooped out 
ot the resting places; the Italians employed 
their hands forthe purpose. Then with pick 
and shovel the coffin was knocked apart and 
the boards were flung out to feed three fires 
that were kept roaring all day. Three times 


during the week the laborers came across me- 
tallic caskets. These resisted all the biows 
that were rained on them, but the diggers got 
even by simashing in the glass eee ee 
After the law was passed providing for the 


exhuming and cremating of the bodies in 


Cemetery the contract 
was awarded to a 
of this city named 
Fiannery. He nt promptly to work 
to get things into shape, and last week noti- 
fled the quarantine commissioners that he 
would be ready to go ahead on Monday, Feb- 
ruary 10. In the meantime he had constructed 
acrematory built after what was supposed to 
be the most approved plan though in an inex- 
pensive wanver, as ite nsefulness was ta be 
only temporary. The engineer who had su- 
perintended the work made several tests and 
— poe the most satisfactory results. So on 
londay Mr. Flannery’s forces, composed of 
the 200 Itallans who were at work yesterday 
and a foreman named McLean, were on hand. 
The Italian laborers had been engaged at the 
usual puy, $1.50 a dav, but when they 
saw the kind of work that 
was expected of them they immediately de- 
manded more. Foreman McLean argued with 
them, but they would not listen to any other 
proposition than an increase and they looked 
very ugly even at that. After bold ing out a 
short while the foreman gave in and prom- 
jsed them $2.50 and the men went to work. 
Soon a number of bodies were on the surface 
ready forthe retort, but when all was pre- 
pared for the incineration it was found that 
THE CREMATORY WOULD NOT WORK. 
But the toreman concluded that he could 
not waitto get the thing in shape, and so 
body after body was pulled up and thrown 
into the general pit to lie exposed there 
until the difficulty in the crematory 
ehould be repaired. When the work closed 
last evening forty bodies had deen exhumed, 
and they were lying in a jumbie in the great 
uncovered pit. The stench was something 
awful, and all the neighbors were complain- 
ing bitterly of the nuisance, The only per- 
eons whodid not seem to mind it were the 
Italians. After their day’s work they were 
grouped aboutthe shanty which has been 
erected for their accommodation on the 
edge of the burying ground. Some were 
smoking, others were bending over the 
fires with steaming stew-paus in their 
hands and others were squatting on 
logs voraciously eating large plates of smok- 
inx hot macaroni. They were all in the best 
humor, chattering and making a most un- 
couth picture, with the smoke of the burning 
coffin boards floating about their heads and 
the open graves beyond. 

Androvette, an old farmer whose place ad- 
joins the cemetery, is watching the work for 
the quarantine commissioners, and he was so 
indignant 1 atthe delay in the burn- 
ing of the bodies that he wrote a long letter 
to Commissioner Allen last evening describing 
the nuisance that was being created and re- 
Questing that the contractor be com- 
pelled to get the crematory in shape 
at once. The work was undertaken by the 
State to reclaim the land at present used for 
the burying ground and obviate all danger 
hereafter from infecting Richmond Oounty 
with contagious diseases. Complaints had 
often been made by the Staten Islanders of the 
danger which threatened the community from

Alexandre Line, July 14, 1880.’’ In several 
instances pite were found full of water, but 
empty of any vestige of human remains. 
These, it is supposed, denote the last resting 
place of the ill-fated passengers of the German 
steamer Franklin of the Stettin Line, over a 
hundred of whom died some fifteen years ago 
from cholera. Many of the passengers per- 
bad arrived in quarantine, 
and they were hastily sewn up in canvas bags 
and interred. Fifteen, it is known, were 
buried together in one grave, eleven in an- 
otherand nine in another. The graves were 
not over six or seven feet deep.

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TIRED OF EXILE. 


Banker Hemingway Paving the Way fora 
Compromise. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. T., Feb. 12.—There is an 
interesting quel to a story told of the dis- 
appearance of Banker Eugene Hemingway of 
the town of Whitney’s Point, leaving behind 
him only $30in silver and about $5,000 worth 
of real estate with which to satisfy $60,000 in · 
debtedness to depositors in his bank and 
other creditors. The defalcation was a great 


shock to the people in the Chenango Valley. 
The fugitive had succeeded to a prosperous 
banking business established by his deceased 
father, and he had no expensive tastes or 
vices, was shrewd and close-fisted in busi- 
ness transactions and was looked upon 
by thd farmers and tradesmen of the 
vicinity as a 8 safe man. On 
2 December last, he locked the 
door of his banking house and took g train to 
Binghampton, where he changed toa train 
for Buffalo, and that was the last seen of him 
on this sidé of Canada. It is presumed that 
the fugitive found a hiding place at or near 
Hamilton, Ontario, where he is said to have 
an uncle living. He left behind nim an 
interesting family, consisting of a wife anda 
little blind daughter and an invalid mother, to 
all ot whom he seemed devotedly attached. In 
so far as is knewn none of his famil or 
friends heard a worm from him until a day or 
two ago.

THE PROSPECT BRIGHTER. 


A STRONG ALLIANCE FORMED IN THE IN- 
TEREST OF THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


The Representatives of New York to Retrace 
the False Step Made, and Advocate 4 
National Exposition—They Join Hands 
With the St. Louis Contingent—A New 
Bill ia Preparation. 


N the present position 
of the World’s Fair con- 
test a general redistri- 
bution of forces seem to 
be most probable. The 
New York advocates 
have perceived that in- 
stead of aiding their 
cause, the move to ob- 
tain an authorization of 
a bond issue by the 
State Legislature has not only materially di- 
minished their chances, but has imperilled the 
existence of the Fair. 
THIS HAS LED 
to a great deal of dissension in the New York 
ranks and to the formation of a strong and 
constantly growing faction which wishes to 
recede from the position now occupied and to 
rely entirely upon individual subscriptions 
from the citizens. In this way it is hoped that 
the difficulties that have arisen because of the 
political character given to the movement in 
favor of an International exposition can be 
avoided and the opposition which this has 
aroused can be removed. The time that has 
been given to affairs has surprised 
no one more than the members 
of the New York Executive Committee, 
and a majority of its members are heartily in 
favor of retracing the false step that has been 
made. With this object in viewa number of 
the Congressmen favoring New York have 
conferred with those representing the 
interests of St. Louis and Wash- 
ington, and instead of endeavoring 


to make the exposition a State affair, are 
working in the interest of the national idea. 
This will, itis believed, remove tne partisan 
features, and cause many to favor a World’s 
Fair who are now opposed to it. 
IT IS GENERALLY AGREED 

that had it not been forthe move made by 
New York inregard to the $10,000,000 bond 
issue, the question now before Congress 
would be when and where the World,s Fair 
should be held, and not whether 
or not there should be any World’s 
Fair at all. It isalso the general 
bellef that unless some change of 
front is made that there will be no Interna- 
tional Exposition, and that this outcome will 
prove most disappointing to the people of the 
country. Mauy of the New York men, recor- 
nizing these facts, have agreed to join hands 

with the St. Louis forces, and endeavor to 

ass a bill committing the country to a 

orld’s Fair under national patronage, leav- 
— the question of site to pe settted later. A 
bill is now in preparation providing for a na- 
tional board of control to be appointed 
by the President, which shall exercies a su- 
pervision over the arrangements for the Fair, 
and which, when itis opened, shall assume 
entire control. The expendititure of money 
andthe employment of workmen is largely 
to rest in the hands of the local committee to 
be appointed by the city selected as a site,and 
this committee shall be chosen by the con- 
tridutors to the local guarantee tund. 

ALL PLANS 

for buildings and grounds must be submitted 
to the Natioual Board, and ali work done 
must be approved by it, but the bill to be pre- 
sented contemplates taking control of the 
funds out of the hands of politicians as far as 
possibie, and leave them to be managed by 
the contributors, who represent all political 
parties, and will be selected on non-partisan 
grounds, On this scheme the representatives 
of St. Louis have led the way, and letters re- 
ceived from Washington portray the situation 
as wuch more encouraging than it has 
been for some time past. While the fair is in 
danger, it is believed that the alliauces recently 
made will prevent the exposition from being 
given up. Those who desire a World’s Fair 
to be held are not pressing it before Congress 
at present, as it cannot receive attention, but 
when the most important business is done the 
World's Fair will de brought up.

SHOCKING TREATMENT OF A CHILD BY ITS 


STEPMOTHER. 


A Case That Is Being Investigated by the 
New York Society forthe Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children—Some of the Results 
ef Insuring the Lives of Little Ones.

We have just found out, said Supt. Jen- 
kins of the Society for the Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Children, when visited yesterday at the 
society’s headquarters, ‘‘that stepmother 
Collins had little May’s life insured in the 
Metropolitan Insurance Co. for $40. 

A TERRIBLE SYSTEM. 

„Thie insuring children under9 years of 
age is a terrible thing and the Legisiature 
should pass a law prohibiting it. There is 
great agitation going on in England now about 
it. An attempt is also being made in Pennsy!l- 
vania to prevent insurance companies 
from tnsuring small ochildreh. The case 
of the Wakeley woman in Philadelphia 
who murdered her two children so that 
she might collect the burial insurance on their 
lives, stirred up the community there to the 
horrors of the thing. A bill was introduced 
in the Legislature to abolish child insurance, 
bat I believe the insurance companies de- 
feated it. 

In England the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children had a case of a woman 
who deliberately starved her child to death in 
order that she might collect the insurance on 


its life. The society over there a at present 
trying to have the insurance of cMildren under 
10 years of age aboliahed, and I hope they will 


succeed. 
CAUSE OF BAD TREATMENT. 

In three-fourths of the cases of neglect and 
inhuman treatment of children that our 
society attends to in a year we find that the 
guardians, parents or step-parents of the 
children have insurance on their lives. I de- 
lieve that there are to-day at least a hundred 
thousand children under 7 years of age that 
have a burial insurance on their lives in the 
State. I believe there at least 200,000 more. 
The insurance agents are constantly going 
through the tenement house districts geteing 

eople to insure their children. The highest 

nsurance they take on a child is about $120. 

Take the case that we had a short time 
ago, when we succeeded in sending the Du- 
bois woman to the penitentiary for a year 
and a baif for burning her child, Delta, with 
hot irons dad throwing red the 
burns. ‘The child of the 
insured $100. I tell you, it is enough to 
make one’s flesh creep to think of the tempta- 
tion it gives to drunken, brutal mothers who 
have lost the natural instincts of humanity.’’

BUSINESS AND THK MILD WINTER. 


A New York Financier Argues That the 
Farmer Is Benefited—Other Matters. 


Henry Clews this week says: Broadly speak- 
ing, the country’s trade and industry are in 
excellent shape. A good many complaiots 
are still heard about the profits of business, 
but very few about ite volume. At the same 
time, labor is almost everywhere well em- 
ployed, and at good wages; while both the 
necessaries and luxuriesof lite are abundant 


and cheap. Rallroad traffic and earnings, as 
well as the weekly reconds of bank clearings, 
testify strongly as to the volume of trade. 
A good demand for manufacturing sizes of coal 
also shows that the wheels of industry 
are in active operation. The symptoms of re- 
newed labor agitation, which are beginning 
to appear, originate in a desire on the part of 
labor to secure a still larger reward, and not 
to resiet any decline in wages arising from 
depression. All of these featygres are big, 
solid facts in connection with our national 
development, and many others could be cited 
in confirmation. They are influences which 
tell in the long run, and are the ultimate regu- 
lators of prices, Let us consider some of the 
— ge Sd features. One of the worst condl- 
tions which we have had to contend against 
has been the mild weather. It has upset all 
calculations of those engaged in the mann- 
facture of heavy clothing, including over- 
coats, heavy woolens, underwear, gloves, 
hats, rubber boots, eto. Those trades have 
undoubtedly suffered, also the coal trade, the 
effect elsewhere naturally being somewhat 
dispiriting. But there is another side of the 
picture. Severe weather is always an item 
of loss in many trades. Bad country 
roads and snow blockades involve heavy 
loss ou or derangement oftraffiic. The mild 
weather has been asaving tothe rallroads and 
the farmers, besides avoiding the irregularity 
In transportation which severe cold always 
promotes. Again, what consumers may save 
through smaller purchases of heavy clothing 
is likely either to be laid by or spent in some 
other direction. There is no positive loss 
from the open winter anywhere, except the 
burden of carrying surplus stocks ovér until 
anotber season. This is a disadvantage to the 
few; but otber trades are benefited by the 
same cause, and the country at large gains 
instead of loses by the mild temperature which 
has brought. out so much croaking in some 
quarters. The financial situation with few 
exceptions is satisfactory. The restrictions 
upon our National bank should be lessened. 
The improved condition of the Bank of En- 
— serves to promote confidence. London 

aving been a source of doubt for several 
weeks past, the improvement there is all the 
more important.

GEN. JOHN A. FOSTER. 


The Circumstances of His Death in New 
York Yesterday. 


By Telegrath to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, Feb. 12.—Brig.-Gen. John A. 
Foster, formerly a well-known lawyer, Re- 
publican politician and a gallant soldier in 
the civil war was found dead yesterday noon 
in an office- oom occupied dy his former 
orderiy, Herman Albert, in the low woodan 
building, No. 1784 Broadway. He was 56 
years of age and leaves a wite, the daughter 


of J. HR. Eliott of New Orleans, and two 
adult daughters. Gen. Foster was born 
in Scoharie County. He was the son of Dr. 
Joel Foster, who was for many years a well- 
known pbysician on lower Fourth avenue. 
He came to this city when a boy, studied here 
and was admitted to the New York bar. When 
the wer broke out he enlisted as a private in 
the Seventh Regiment, New York Volunteers. 
He aided in forming the One Hundred and 
Sevoenty-Ofth Regiment in this State in 1862 
and went to New Orleans as its Lieutenant- 
Colonel. He was in the battles of Bisland and 
Port Huron and for bravery inthe latter en- 
gagement was promoted to be Colonel. Sub- 
sequentiy he became a Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral under Secretary Stanton ami was 
also brevetted n Brigadier General. 
Alter the war he retired to New York and 
was appointed Assistant District Attorney. 
He was ufterwards at the head of the law firm 
of Foster, Glassy & Thomas. At this time he 
was the associate of Elihu Root, John L. 
Davenport and ex-Collector Murphy. His un- 
fortunate weakness for liquor caused his 
downfall. For nearly two years he has been a 
wanderer virtually, although bis letters have 
been mailed to a friend’s office at No. 229 
Broadway. Since last September be has slept 
under an old army blauket in the back room 
of Albert’s office. He left tim asleep Monday 
night, and when Albert opened the office yes- 


.terday he found him dead on the floor.

City—His Statement.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Feb. 12.—Monday 
evening Sheriff Thomas B. Mahan arrested a 
stranger in this city named Thomas Summers, 
on thesuspicion that he is wanted at Sacra- 
mento, Cal., for forgery. Soon after 
notification of the arrest an officer 
left Sacramento for this city. This moru- 


ing Summers told the Sheriff that he 
was the man wanted. He says that 
a note was forged on Mike Bright, a resident 
of Sacramento, for $800, and that he secured 
the money on the same. This happened last 
March. Outinuing to discuss the matter, 
Summers said that immediately after secur- 
ing the money he came direct to St. Louis and 
was employed as an engineer on s steamboat 
running between 8t. Louis and Alton. He 
worked steadily until quite recently, when 
he learned that officers were on 
bis track. He at once left the 
boat and came to this city, where he was ar- 
rested the second day after his arrival and 
locked up. He says that he is tired of being 
dogged by the officers, and prefers to receive 
bis punishment. Summers is over 60 years 
old, and a very intelligent man. He has a 
river engineer’s license, made out in his own 
name, and claims that occupation as his 
trade, and Sacramento as his home.

IT PROMISES TO BECOME A CELEBRATED 
ONE IN THE COURTS. 


The Position of t. Louls Courts and Police 
Officials iu a Case Which Legally is 
Kidnaping—Sheriff Pohlman Will Be 
Called Upon te Reproduce the Prisoner 
and the Nebraska Officer.

woman had been arrested by the officersijof an- 
other State and taken out of Missouri. 

Clede Fleming is a frail woman, who lived 
for years in St. Louis, then went to Omaha, 
where she remained forsome time and then 
returned to this city a short time ago. After her 
departure from Omaha a woman there swore 
outa warrant charging her with stealing a 
sealskin sack and two dresses, valued at $250. 
The Governor ot Nebraska issued a requisi- 
tion for her, charging that she was a fugitive 
from justice. She was arrested here on a tel - 
egram and gave bond, awaiting the arrival 
ofthe officer’ from Omaha. Sergt. Thos, 
Ormsty of Omaha presented the requisition 
to Gov. Francis, who signed it and Ormsby 
then came to St. Louis to get bis prisoner. 

On Monday, Thomas B. Harvey and Mar- 
shall F. McDonald, the attorneys, went into 
the Court of Criminal Correction and de- 
manded a hearing. They wanted time to 
ascertain whether the papers were obtained 
in the proper way, and were prepared in ac- 
cordance with legal requirements. Ormsby 
refused toshow the warrant, and they said 
they believed it was defective. 


A REMARKABLE SPECTACLE. 

Here the attorneys got into a wrangle and the 
court was questioning them and the clerk con- 
cerning the staute in such cases, but so many 
arguments were made at once that there was 
naught but confusion and Porsecuting Attor- 
ney Claiborne said he would nollie proseqgui 
the case. 

Judge Campbell ordered court adjourned

soon as the nolle pros was entered Thomas 
Ormsby, an officer ofthe State of Nebraska, 
arrested Clede Fleming, a resident of the State 
of Missouri, in the State of Missoufi, in the 
Court room and inthe very presence of the 
Court. Mr. MeDonaid demanded a hearing 
and the court stopped the Sheriff who had be- 
gun to announce the adjnurnment. 

In the court-room Ormsby and the woman 
were strugeling, he to forcibly take her away 
and shetofree herself from him. Others in- 
terferea and Ormsby was compelled to let her 
go. He had no more right to arrest her than 
he had to arrest a person nog accused. He 
was not an officer of this State, and 
it was uniawful for him to place under 
arrest any resident in Missouri. He was only 
authorized to take charge of the person 
named in the requisition after she had been 
arrested by officers of this State and legally 
turned over to him by them. She was finally 
released from him, bowever, and then Mr. 
McDonald filed a petition fora writ of habeas 
corpus directed against Ormsby and Chief 
Huebier. The court ordered the writ to issue 
and made it returnable on Tuesday, yesterday, 
at2o'’clock. Judge Campbell then ordered 
court adjourned and left the room, but first 
he remanded the woman to the custody of 
this agent of another State, though the law- 
yers argued and insisted that the only person 
to whom she could properly be consigned was 
the Sheriff of the city. 

THE DRIVE TO KIRKWOOD. 

Subsequently Judge Campbell went to Chief 
Huebler’s office and there instructed him to 
hold the woman untilthe case came up next 
day, and accordingly she was put in the hold- 
over. 

Then Chief Huebler went to swe Circuit At- 
torney Clover, who is ex-officio the attorney 
of the chief in all offieial matters, and con- 
sulted him. Mr. Clover informed the Chief 
that he need pay no attention to the habeas 
corpus proceedings for they were not valid, 
since the statute required that applications 
for writs of habeas corpus should first be 
made to the Criminal Court. Acting vn this ad- 
vice, Chief Htebler handed the woman over to 
Ormsby, who put her in a carriage and drove 
to Kirkwood. They took supper there and 
about 9 o’clock they caught the west-bound 
train and left for Omaha. And in that way the 
matter stood when the case came up yester- 
day. 

The crowd of people who had assembled to 
hear the proceedings in the complicated case 
gathered closely around the attorneys and the 
court, so that they would not miss a word tbat 
wae spoken. 

Clede Flieming’s attorneys were on hand and 
Chief Huebler was there, represented by Mr. 
Orrick Bishop of the Circuit Attorney's office. 

Judge Campbell called the case and Mr, 
Harvey read the petition for the writ, which 
set up the same facts which he stated when 
he asked for time. 

Mr. Bishop, representing both Chief Hue- 
bier and Ormaby, filed a plea to jurisdiction. 

Mr. Harvey moved that the plea be over- 
ruled. 

Mr. Bishop did not wish to argue the mo- 
tion,and Judge Campbell sustained it. He 
afterwards explained that the ground on 
whicd he overruled it was taat he considered 
that section of the statute which required all 
applications to be made first to the Criminal 
Court unconstitutional. 

Mr. Bishop said he had understood that the 
court so considered it and that was the reason 
he had not argued his plea. He then entered 
the return of Chief Huebler to the writ, in 
which he alleged that Clede Fieming was not 
then and bad not been in his possession and 
therefore he could not produce ber. 

THE PETITIONER'S ANSWER. 

The return was not sworn to and Mr Harvey 
asked if the court considered the Chief of 
Police one of the State officers who was not re- 
quired to swear to a return. After argu- 
ment the Court ruled that the Chief's return 
was protected by his oath of office and need 
not be sworn to. 

Mr. Harvey then said that Ormsby was in 
Court by bis attorney, Mr. Bishop, and he 
28 thatthe court require a return from 

im. 

Mr. Bishop said that he was Ormsby’ s,attor- 
ney only in the matter of the jurisdiction and 
that having been decided he no longer repre- 
sented the-officer of the State of Nebraska. 

Mr. MeDonaid then filed an answer to the 
Chief's return, denying the allegations it con- 
tained and alleging that when the writ was 
issued the petitioner was in the custodv of the 
Chief. The apswer aiso pointed out that 
Ormsby had made no return and asked that 
the legal steps be taken to require him to 
answer to the writ. 

Mr. Harvey read the statute which provides 
that if any officer shall fall or negiect or r- 
fuse to answer to a writ of habeas corpus he 
shall be committed tojall and there held in 
custody until he shall make a return. 

THE CAPIAS ISSUERS. 

Judge Campbell ordered a capias to issue, 
directed to the Sheriff, requiring bim to secure 
and arrest Thomas Ormsby and hold him sub- 
ject to the order of the court. 

Mr. Harvey said that another section of the 
statute uired that be be ined $1,000. 

Judge Campbell smiled and sad: That 
is the next step.

THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


Resolutions on Organization Introduced— 
The Ballot- Boxes to He Opened, 


The School Board met last night and carried 
out to the letter the programme which had 
been fully outlined in last evening’s Post- 
DIsPaTOH. At the appointed time Mr. Wm. 
P. Macklin introduced the following resolu- 
tion In regard to reorganization: 

Whereas, The present organization of the 
Board of Public Schools does not conform to 

the verdict of the people as expressed at the 
last school election; and, 

Whereas, The committees as presently con- 
stituted, make it utterly impossible to carry 
out the demands of the Turner Hall platform 
which has been indorsed by the people of St. 
Louis, and upon which a majority of the un- 
dersigned were elected; and, 

W hereas,Our political institutions require 
— majority to rule in each legislative body; 
an 


Whereas, The President ofthis board, Mr. 
Charles F. Miller, and Vice President of this 
board, Mr. John W. O'Connell, do not now 
represent a majority of the members; and, 

hereas, nearly one-half of the voters of 
the city of St. Louis, inthe present organiza- 
tion of the board and its committees are ac- 
tually unrepresented ; and, 

Whereas, The present organization was 
effected by means which are :repugnant toa 
majority of the members of this body; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the undersigned, a 
majority of all the members of this board, for 
the above and other causes, found by us to be 
sufficient, do hereby remove from the posi- 
tion of President of the board the said 
Charles F. Miller, and do hereby remove 
from the position of Vice-President the said 
John W. O'Connell, and that said positions of 
President and Vice-President be,and the same 
are, hereby declared vacant.

Mr. Miller wanted to refer the resolution to 
the board's attorney but this was finally de- 
feated after a great dea of squabbling. 

By the same vote as on the question of re- 
organization it was also decided to open the 
ballot boxes in the Kelly-8Standing contest, 
and to reconsider the discharge of Janitor 
O’Hearn. The latter’s case was referred back 
to the Building Committee. The proposition 
to insure the schoo! buildings for $600,000 at 
an annual premium of 51, 200 ¥ as defeated, as 
it was shown thatthe annuol loss in the past 
eleven years had been much less than the 
premium which would have to be paid. 

The Bullding Committee reported the ueces- 
sity of school extension ata cost of . 
The following new buildings and additions 
were recommended: To the Pope School, 6 
new rooms; Arlington School, 2 rooms; El- 
leardsville School, 6 rooms; Spring Avenue 
School, 4 rooms; No. 5 School, 8 rooms; No. 
8 School (frame), 2 rooms; No. ll School 
(frame), 2 rooms; a new building be erected 
on McPherson avenue and Warne street, in 
city block 3922, to contain 12 rooms; a new 
buliding in the vicinity of Grand and 88. Louis 
avenues, to contain rooms; to purchase a 
suitable site for the Elieardvilie School addi- 
tion; for the No. 4 Schoel addition; for the 
new school to be erected in the neighborhood 
of Grand and 8t. Louls avenues. 

After considerable discussion the report 
was adopted by a vote of 11 to 10, Mr. Rogers 
voting in favor of it. The proposition of the 
Patriotic Sons of America to put American 
flags on all the public school buildings was 
accepted.

The Dill Providing for 
the purification and inspection of dairies was 
read a second time, and the Council adjourned 
to meet Friday evening. 

HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 

The House Kallroad Committee failed to re- 
port the Lindell Rallway extension bill, thus 
disappointing a large lobby. The water rates 
bill passed with sundry amendments, such as 
a reduction ofthe rates to builders and the 
striking out of the charge of 5 cents per 
scholur of the Public Schools. 

A resolution fron Assembly No. 488, K. of 
L., asking the Municipal Assembly to pro- 
vide for enforcing the State law in regard to 
milk and dairy inspection was referred to the 
committee thatis now investigating the sub- 


ject. 

A bill for the building of tool sheds for the 
Street and Sewer Departments was passed; 
also a bill to improve Park avenue from Ohio 
to Grand avenue.

IN STATIONERS’ WINDOWS. 


Threatened Decline of an Ancient and gen- 
timental Custom—Another Old Observ- 
ance Likely to Go to the Wall—Wood 
Block Horrors Still Delight the Small 
Boy-—Origin ot the Day and Its Customs, 


RIDAY will be St. Valen- 

tine’s Day, and the win- 

dows of the St. Louis sta- 

tioners and booksellers 

are filled with those 

dainty products of the 

printers’ and lithograph- 

ers’ art which are known 

as valentines. Above the 

silk, linen and paper 

wonders are hang those 

ancient wood block hor- 

rors in three colors, 

which arouse so much mirth in the senders 
and so much indignation in the reclp- 
fents. Not one new design das been 
added to these pictorial exaggerations 
in twenty years, not one line of doggerel has 
been written beneath them. Some fiend bas 
kept that awful stock of cuts from year to 
year, satisfying at great profit to himself the 
demand of the irreverent, unholy small boy. 
There has been much change in the designs 
for the beautiful valentines. Lace paper has 
given way in a measure to web woven fabrics

It 

isequally appropriate and acceptable from 

mother to daughter, from sister to sister, 

from lover to sweetheart, from friend to 

friend; and the 1 of these three 

classes of cards bids fair to finally extinguish 

even the last remaining observance of the day 
devoted to the honor of good St. Valentine. 

St. Valentine's Day had its origin with the 
Romans, who, a great many centuries before 
Christ, held great feasts, known as the 
Lupercalia, in honor of Pan and Juno, during 
February, at which tablets bearing young 
women’s names were drawn out of a box by 
the young men. Each person drawing be: 
came the faithful attendent of her whose 
name be had drawn until the next Luper- 
calia. The close association thus engendered 
often resulted in a marriage between the 
— my This matrimonial lottéry was held 

uring the Lupercalia festival because birds 
were Believed to elect their mates at that time 
of year, a tradition still attaching to St. Vai- 
entine’s day. 

A CHRISTIAN COMPROMISE. 

The bardest task of the early Christian 
fathers was to induce the Roman people to 
abandon heathen festivities. To do this they 
divested all such observances of undue solem- 
nity, while retaining all their social aspects 
and associating them with some per- 
sons or things pertain ing to the church. They 
replaced the Lupercalia with St. Vaientine’s 
Day, thus retaining the date of the ancient 


festival and connecting it with Christianity, M 
Bis 


through a great saint, who suffered martyr- 
dom in the third century. He was first beaten 
with clubs while a priest at Rome, where his 
remains now rest in the Ohureh of St. 
Praxedes. So this excellent man never either 
directly or indirectly bore any relation 
whatsoever to the observances and 
oe pecullar tothe day devoted to 

m. 

The good churchmen found it impossible to 
persuade the common people to entirely 
abandon any ceremony to which they had be- 
come deeply attached. Despairing, there- 
fore, of abolishing the matrimonial lottery of 
the Lupercalia, they modified its form, and 
endeavored to give it a religious character by 
substituting the names of particular saints to 
be drawn as valentines instead of the names 
of men and women. 

A MATRIMONIAL LOTTERY. 

From this ancient usage is derived the cus- 
tom, still occasionally observed in some 
countries, of selecting on St. Valentine's 
Day, for the ensuing year, a patron saint, who 
is called a valentine. But the young men and 
maidens finding little amusement in drawing 
out the names of dead and gone saints, soon 
relapsed into their old custom of drawing 
each other, and even at the present time 
in many of the rural districts of En- 

land and Scotland it is customary on 

he eye of St. Valentine’s Day, for the 
young people of both sexes to draw lots for 
a Valentine. As the men draw from a bag con- 
taining the names of the maids, while the 
latter draw from one containing the names of 
the men, it generally happens that each per- 
gon has two valentines, but the young men 
regard themselves much more strongly bound 
to the valentine they have drawn than to the 
one who has drawn them. If, as sometimes 
happens, a young man and woman sbouild 
each chance to draw the other it im regarded 
as absolutely certajo that they are destined to 
wed and must not, under any circumstances, 
permit their attentions or affections to center 
elsewhere.
